Certain members of the Al¬ 
berta legislature who have re¬ 
mained sincere in the aims on 
which they were elected in 
1936, opposed to all the political 
hedge-humping which the Prem 
ier and his inner ring hav e been 
carrying on, want to show 
where they stand. Those mem¬ 
bers have been continuing to 
sit cn the government side of 
th e house and in the caucus 
during the past three years be 
cause they believed the v could 
exert more good influence there 
than from across the floor. 

Their hands have been tied 
and their mouths sealed because 
ol th e pledges extracted from 
them under false pretences by 
G. F. Powell, who imported from 
England by the government in 
1937 to put down the Insurgency 
Assure by Pcwell as a “Social 
C redit expert’' that Social Cred¬ 
it could be established in Al¬ 
berta, they signed pledges not 
to oppose Aberhart’s govern¬ 
ment cl the duration of the 
legislature. Powell was paid oil 
to the extent oi about $10,000 
in the next lew months and 
went back t 0 England. Nothing 
like Social Credit developed, and 
I’owell admitted later in London 
that all the legislation he had 
manufactured in Edmonton was 
parsed merely to make talk and 
draw fire. 

The pledges oi ‘unity’’ how¬ 
ever, have remained in force. 
But now the house is about to 
be dissolved, so the members 
who signed them are released 
from obligation, and some of 
them are planning to figiit the 
Aberhart regime. They know 
that thers is no reason other 
than politics to dissolve the leg 
islatue without bothering with 
legislation. They do not want to 
accept their $2,000 indemnities 
for a brief session which would 
d) nothing but dress the wind¬ 
ow's for the election. They do 
not see why the Alberta legislat 
ure should be sacrificed in ordei 
to help re-elect federal Social 
Credit or “New Democracy" 
membes who already have coll 
cited $20,000 each in the past 
four years. They do not admir» 
condemning the dissolution of 
Premier Aberhart”* action in 
federal parliament as “strategic

rather than democratic,” —and 
four days later announcing diet 
atorially that he would do the 
same with the Alberta legislat¬ 
ure. They know that in Alberta 
there is no pressing issue for 
an elect!an, as i n the dominion.

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Insiders know that the talk 
about the provincial bank is 
more window-dressing and a 
lame excuse for an election. 
They know although Aberhart 
says now that the people must 
have a chanc e to express an op¬ 
inion on it and an application 
must be made before parliament 
mteets in April, there evidently 
was no srjch necessity prior to 
the session at Ottawa which, 
starting last month, had been 
expected to last several months. 

They know that Aberhart 
knows that no federal govern¬ 
ment could or would betray the 
people ol all Canada by granting 
any provincial government fancy 
privileges to manufacture “mag¬ 
ic” money, thus ruining the val 
ue ol all Canadian money. They 
know that a provincial bank 
must be subject to thte same 
i ules as are all chartered banks, 
controlled by the federal parlia 
ment and government. 

Those insiders know that 
whereas chartered banks can 
be sued and all their sharehold 
ers are liable to be assessed 
double the amount cf their 
stock-holdings :n case of failure 
such protection for depositors 
cannot exist in a provincial 
bank because no government 
can be sued without its own 
permission. They know that the 
“Treasury Branches’” are noth¬ 
ing but an expensive election 
toy. They know that the Alter 
fa government has defaulted on 
payments ol $20,000,000 in the 
past four years fates maturity 
of $20,000,000 more maturities 
in the next four years, and there 
fore is not a healthy risk for 
any depositor. 

The provincial government's 
“investigatin’’ oi the Albert?, 
oil industry lias entered its 
third calendar year having start 
ed in 1938 and run all through 
1939, J.J. Frawley, K.C., ol' the 
attorney -generals department, 
called a sitting for Monday ot 
this week, to hear evidence of 
the Alberta Petroleum associat 
ion. 

Headed by Mr. Justice A.A. 
Mc.Gillivray, the royal commiss 
ion has made an exhaustive 
study of dozens of aspects of 
the industry, in some cases call 
ing i oi evidence far beyond the 
1 int which Frawley had plann 
ed. It was expected that the 
commission’s report would be 
presented to the legislature at 
this session and that the house 
would be able to study it and 
act upon it if, desired. The dos 
ing down of the legislature by 
the premier in order to spring 
:* provinial election, however, 
will prevent any action after 
the long probe.

Following a meeting of the 
Board of Directors of the Co¬ 
mpany in Winnipeg last week 
the following telegram was deo 
patched to members of the Cab 
inct Wheat Committee at Ot¬ 
tawa, by the president, R. S. 
Law 

“The Board ol Directors of 
United Grain Growers Limited 
desires to urge that the Canad 
ian Wheat Board l,c authorized 
to make a further distribution 
before seeding to Western 
wheat producers who have de¬ 
livered wheat to the Board and 
that this should not he delayed 
until the whole wheat crop of 
nineteen thirty nine has been 
sold. Such a payment if made 
in sufficient time before spring 
work opens will materially ass¬ 
ist in enabling Western agric 
ulturc to contribute its maxim 
urn strength to national prod¬ 
uction during nineteen forty. 
We would ask that such a pay¬ 
ment !>;» as large as i>ossi‘Ple 
in view of all existing ciivuro 
.dances and feel that an interim 
payment of not less than ten 
cents per bushel would be just¬ 
ified, with due consideration 
to the lower grades of wheat 
cn which a larger payment may

Volume of hogs marketed in 
Canada during 1939 showed a 
substantial advance over that 
foj 1938. In 1939, 3,701,061 hogs 
were marketed a3 against 3,239 
798 in 1938, an increase of 461, 
263 hogs, or 14.23 per cent. All 
the Provinces, with the except¬ 
ion of the Maritimes, registered 
an increase. Although Ontario 
and Alberta marketed the great 
est number cf hogs, 1,667,950 
and 979,892 respectively, the 
percentage? of increase (2.2. 
for Ontario and 25.17 for Al¬ 
berta) were l ess than those cf 
Saskatchewan, which had an 
incre iso of 43.76 per coni with 
312,188 hogs marketed, and 
Alanitol a with a. percentage in- 
er raso of 30.8;> on 32*1.212 h 
marketed. Quebec marketed 336. 
573 hogs—an increase of 53,486 
hogs, ov 18.89 per cent.
